Winnipeg, Feb. 12, *0€. 

London, Feb. 12th: Lord Roberts has 
arrived at Modder river preparatory to 
marching on the Free State and de- 
livering a series of crushing biows. 

The Boers are showing great activity 
eround Kimberioy. An attempt of the 
enemy to cutflank the Renseburg di- 
vision was unsuccessful, but they, cap- 
tured 5,000 sheep in a convey, wound- 
ed several Australians and secured sev- 
env of the Tasmanien pickecs and 
Frenchs scouts as prisoners. 

From Boer scurces it is learned that 
Gen. White made a sortie on Thursday 
night and it was believed he was at- 
tempting to cut his way. out. No con- 
firmation of it from British sources has 
been received. Ruter’s retirement is 
only temporary.

The voiunteers occupy very much the 
same position in Britain thai the 
militia do in the Uniied States, except 
that they receive no pay whatever. The 
regiment draws a_ capitation grant 
from the government for each man 
who renders himself efficient each year 
bul: the grant is barely sufficient to 


pay for the uniforms. Any man who 
does not qualify for the grant 
has to. takes it out of — his 
own pocket, upon pain of 


being taken before the nearest magis- 
trate and being sent to jail. The gov- 
ernment provides the arms and _ac- 
eoutrements, and the regiment pro- 
vides its armory and drill grounds. 'The 
expenses of the officers are so heavy 
that oniy rich men can hold commis- 
sions. Most of (hem are appointed 


provisionally, and can be removed and 
replaved by retiring officers of — the 
regular army, should the regiment{ be 
ralled out for service. Each battal- 
ion has a permanent staff of adju- 
tant, sergeant-major and driji — in- 
structors from the regular army, and 
the most cigid discipline is maintained. 
Should a volunteer or a milit?iman ~ 
wish to enlist for active service, he is 
simply transferred {9 one of the regu- 
lar battalions of his own regiment, 
the uniform being the same in all. 
Many volunteer battalions have offer- 
ed their services to the government 
in war times, either for duiy in the 
field or to relieve regular treops in 
arrisons abroad, but ihe offer has al- 
ways been coldly declined. The vol- 
unteer force comprises 164,009 men, 
and with 4 little encouragement from 
authorities could easily 
be doubled.

A PAOTEST AND REPLY. 

Cape Town, Jan. 5.—Presidents 
Steyn and Kruger have communicat- 
ed with field marshal Lord Roberts, 
protesting against the destruction of 
farm houses and devastating farm 
property. General Roberts in reply- 
ing, declared that the charges were 
not substantiated, adding that the 
destruction of property was 
contrary to British practices. The fol- 
lowing is the protest, which is dated 
Bloemfontein, february 3: 

“We learn irom many sides that 
British troops, contrary to the recog- 
nized usuages OF war, daily. destroy 
property by burning and dynamiting 
farm house and devastating farms 
and goods therein by means of which. 
unprotected women and children are 
otten deprived of food and cover. 

“This happens not only in places 
where the barbarians are encouraged 
by British officers, but even im Cape 
Colony and the Orange Free State, 
where the white brigands come out 
from the theatre of war with the evi- 
dent intention of carrying on a gen- 
eral devastation, without any reason 
recognized by the custom oi war and 
without in any way furthering oper- 
ations We wish earnestly to protest 
against such acts.” : 

In the British reply General Rob- 
erts said: : 3 

“I beg to acknowledge the honor of 
your telegram, charging the British

CHAMBERLAIN ON TH WAR. 

In the English House of Commons on 
the 5th, the Right Hon. Jos. Chamber- 
lain in the debate’ on ‘the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne 
briefly 
with the Transvaal, pointing out the 
issues between the Boers and the Brit- 
ish were real and great, and the inher- 


summarized the negotiations 


ent differences between the Boer and 
British civilizations. If the prepara- 
tions for war were insufficient it was 
wholly due to the fact that the gov- 
ernment was determined to do every- 
thing to obtain peace and to do ndth- 
ing to endanger it. He declared the 
war just, necessary and righteous. He 
declared that England’s policy in the 
war was not to crush the Boers but! to 
subjugate them so that her supremacy 
in South Africa would never again be 
threatened by them. Chomberlain ad- 
mitied that mistakes had been made 
but the government had hcnestly; hop- 
ed for a settlement until-the last mom- 
ent. These mistakes are now being 
rectified. Soon the country will have 
two hundred thousand men of all arms 
in the field, including as many moun- 
ted infantry as the Boers had, The 
colonials would scon be a fourth’ of 
the whole force. . Mr. Chamberlain 
suid the government forces would soon 
resume the original plan of the cam- 
paign, which gave every promisq of 
success. He declared that never again 
will British supremacy be threatened, 
never again would Englishmen be 


treated as an inferior race.

Arrangements for the transporta- 
tion of Strathcona’s Horse have been 
tompleted by the C. P. R. so far as 
the first train is concerned. This 


train will leave Calgary to-day at 


6 o'clock in the evening and arrive 
in Winnipeg at 4;30 o’clock on Feb. 
12, leaving for the east an hour and 
a half later, at 6 o’clock, with the , 
Winnipegers and Manitoba troops. 
The train will carry about 250 men 
and horses and will consist of 6 tour- 
ist cars, baggage car, commissary car 
and eight palace horse cars. One or 
two cars will be added at Winnipeg for 
those joining the contingent here. 

Cape Town, Saturday, Feb. 3.—One 
principle that competent military ob- 
servers deduce from our assualts on 
the Boers’ positions is that with mod- 
ern rifles using smokeless powder the 
defence is 10 tol as compared with the 
attack, while formerly the rule was 
three to one. The results at Mafeking 
and Kimberley are evidence of this 
principle, equally with the British ex- 
perience at Magersfontein.
